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Two new collections are now available through 
Missouri Digital Heritage. The Missouri State 
Museum Division of Youth Services Photograph 
Collection contains prints, slides, negatives and 
documents from the 1890s through the early 
1940s related to the Chillicothe Industrial Home 
for Girls. This facility served as one of three 
facilities in the state designated for the treatment 
of juvenile offenders.

The Missouri Supreme Court Reports collection 
from the Missouri State Archives contains the 

published opinions of cases argued in front of 
the Missouri Supreme Court from 1821 to 1955. 
These reports do not include all opinions issued 
by the Supreme Court, only those deemed 
“important and necessary to be published” by 
the Supreme Court.
